John Curry "Jack" Jansing, °43, formerly the Executive 
Vice President of Bache and Company, passed away after 
suffering a heart attack in the living room of former Presi- 
dent George H. W. Bush's home in Kennebunkport, Maine. 
Shelley Bush Jansing, Jack's wife, is the daughter of 
Bush's uncle, James Smith Bush. Bache is a stock 
brokerage and investment bank. 

Jansing, a member of Qd Astra per Aspera, has been a 
loyal supporter of the AMA Alumni Association and the 
AMA Alumni Foundation. When the 
AMA Museum was under con- 
struction, Jansing underwrote the 
"Cadet Room" (Life in Barracks) 
which features the locker, desk and 
double decker bed in a typical AMA 
barracks room. A few years back 
when The Bayonet needed urgent 
funding, he characteristically res- 
ponded quickly and affirmatively. 

After his sudden collapse, para- 
medics took Jansing, 81, to the 
Southern Maine Medical Center in 
Biddeford but doctors were unable 
to revive him. President Bush said,

Al Zayas, /2 
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Great grandfather was President of Cuba 


Alfredo Zayas y Alfonso died in 1934, nearly 20 years 
before Al Zayas, ‘72, was born but the AMA alumnus has 
many good reasons to be proud of his great grandfather. 

The senior Zayas was 
born in 1861, the first 
year of America's Civil 
War, and became a 
lawyer, poet and im- 
portant political figure in 
Cuba. Born in Havana 
into. an aristocratic 
family with sugar 
plantations, his brother 
was a medical doctor 
and hero who died in 
the war for Cuban 
independence while 
another brother was 
Cuba's long time 
ambassador to Paris 
and Brussels. 

Zayas was an 
intellectual, not a military 
leader, and upon his 
return from the Spanish- 
American War (called 
the Spanish-Cuban- 
als Wort eas American War in Cuba) 
‘ pie eee Ce 
BERS RRROTTERESECED SS Ryepem en he soon became the 
Rie ey Pe + acting mayor of Havana. 
In 1901, he was a mem- 
ber of Cuba's Consti- 
tutional Convention and 
was elected to be its 
secretary. He was a 
vocal leader in opposing 
the U. S. annexation of 
Cuba and opposed giving the United States a naval base 
at Guantanamo, a place much in the current news. Zayas 
was elected Vice President of Cuba in 1908, failed to win 
the 1916 Presidential election, but became President in 
1921 declining to serve more than one term. 

Many accomplishments in his term 

But he accomplished quite a bit in that one term: he start- 
ed the process to give women the vote, negotiated the 
return to Cuban sovereignty over the Isle of Pines (Isla de 
la Juventud), obtained a $50 million loan from J. P. Morgan, 
and for the first time allowed full freedom of expression and 
of the press. While his opposition tried to defame Zayas, he 
held his head up high and despite taking over the country 
when it was bankrupt was able to carry out a number of 
reforms, particularly in the field of education. 

Says Al of his great grandfather: "He was the first Cuban 
President to ride in an automobile and my Dad rode in a 
sidecar attached to the motorcycle ridden by part of the

Presidential security force." 

After the senior Zayas left politics, he lectured and wrote 
prose and poetry. With one of the best libraries in all of 
Cuba, he was chosen President of the Academia de la 
Historia where he served until his death. 

In his retirement, a young sergeant was assigned to 
guard Zayas and the former President convinced his 
bodyguard to read from his superb library. The sergeant did 
just that and greatly improved his understanding of politics.

Zayas had been followed as President of Cuba by Gerardo 
Machado who became a dictator and after a series of 
coups was forced to step down: by the sergeant — one 
Fulgencio Batista. 

"| find that pretty ironic," says AMA's Zayas who clearly 
admires his famous ancestor without qualifications. 

How did the great grandson of Cuba's President end up 
at AMA? Al explains: "/ was in the ninth grade at Cheshire 
Academy in Connecticut and the only thing | liked about 
the place was lacrosse. My parents said | could go 
somewhere else and | said it had to be somewhere where 
| could play lacrosse. A friend of my parents knew about 
AMA and so | thought I'd try it out. | wasn't thrilled about 
what you had to do as a new cadet but soon came to 
really love the place." 

Al's best friends at Augusta were Diego Suarez from 
Puerto Rico and his lacrosse teammates — Bruce Strange, 
the late George McCoach, Rick Ellett, Doug Pennock, 
Tom DelValle and Lewie Kennett. "Scootch' Melcher 
was my company commander and he was and is special 
to me," Zayas says. 

His best teacher and coach? "Easy," he says. "That 
would be Major Ed Hart who was the best coach | have 
ever had." 

After AMA, Zayas earned a BA in business from St. Leo 
College (now St. Leo University), a Catholic school in St. 
Leo, Florida and went to work for United Way in Dade 
County. "/ learned first hand what a tough job a social 
worker has," he remembers. 

A discotheque in Miami 

Later, he opened a discotheque in Miami with Gus 
Villoldo's brother, Andy Garcia (the actor) and others. Club 
Alexandre at the Omni kept Al's interest for a few years but 
he wanted to get into the export business for himself. He 
first became purchasing agent for a company exporting to 
Columbia, Peru, Brazil, Argentina and other Central and 
South American countries. 

When he married Sara Jaller Raad (who had four 
brothers, each of whom was a medical doctor), he began 
to ship used medical equipment to South America. Sara, a 
physical therapist, wanted to open a therapy center which 
she and Al did together in 1998. Now, they operate three 
therapy centers in South Florida. 

Sara and Al have two sons: Alfred, 15, and Alvaro, 13, 
named for Al's brother, Alvaro, 77, who went to AMA and 
passed away in 1993. 

Zayas was one of several Augusta alumni in the Miami 
area who got together the South Florida alumni group. They 
meet often for lunch, planned the two AMA cruises, and e- 
mail back and forth on a daily basis. 

"Jorge Rovirosa brought me back to the 1998 reunion 
and | have been to all of them since," Al says. "We got 
Manuel Balbis involved, found Burt Glick and got Ozzie 
Ferro cranked up. Luis Iglesias, Wayne Trotter, and 
some others have gotten active too." 

Zayas is a member of the Board of Directors of the AMA 
Alumni Association and is the Chairman of the Grants 
Committee.

World War Two KIA 


Lieutenant Colonel Hubert Mathews, ‘27, was the 
highest ranking officer in the Army’s 1st Division to die 
on D-Day 6 June 1944 during World War Il. Mathews, 
Captain of the Band when he attended AMA, went on 
to West Point and served at army posts in the States 
and in Panama before war broke out. He saw combat 


in North Africa where his 3rd Battalion held at bloody 
Kasserine Pass and where he earned the Distinguished 
Service Cross, the nation’s second highest award for 
valor. 

As a lieutenant colonel, there was no requirement 
that he be among the first wave of troops to hit the 
beach, yet there he was. As the ramp on the landing 
craft came down, Colonel Mathews was killed instantly 
by machine gun fire. 

Mathews and four others who were killed on D-Day 
are featured in a new video, a 20 minute version of 
which is being shown at the Normandy Visitors Center 
at the American Military Cemetery. This is where Jim 
Crawford saw the film. 

A 90 minute version also has been produced for 
possible airing on U.S. television.

Newspaperman from the Class of 1946 


He didn't work on The Bayonet or The Recall his senior 
year but he was _ a stringer for the Staunton News-Leader. 
And the 1946 Class Prophecy said that he would some day 
be a "newspaper editor." 

In fact, Carroll Knicely, 46, went on to become a very 
successful newspaper publisher owning papers across 
Kentucky as well as a printing facility near Louisville. 

Carroll was a four year day student living off campus. 
Says Former First Captain Colonel Jimmy Pigg, “46: "/ 
remember Carroll very well and was envious that he got to 
go home every night while the rest of us were in barracks 
— but everyone liked him nevertheless." Dave Brewer, 46, 
says that "Carroll was the Humor Editor of The Bayonet in 
1944, but the 1945 and 1946 Recalls don’t show him as 
being on The Bayonet staff." 

The 1946 Recall said Carroll's nickname was "Scoop" 
because he passed along to the Staunton paper details on 
various sporting events at AMA "particularly if AMA won." 
Carroll was also "in charge of the Day Boys" but no one 
today seems to know exactly what that meant in 1946. 

Knicely, a native of 
Staunton, passed away in 
Glasgow, Kentucky this 
past November at age 77. 
He was the former owner, 
editor and publisher of the 
Glasgow Daily Times. 
After he attended AMA, 
Carroll worked on a news- 
paper in Takoma Park, 
Maryland for a while, then 
came back to Virginia to 
become an_ apprentice 
linotype operator at the 
Waynesboro News- 
Virginian. From _ that 
humble start, he went on 
to own a publishing busi- 
ness and to be Secretary 
of the Kentucky Com- 
merce Cabinet. During his 
time in state government, 
he helped to bring more 
than 100,000 — industrial 
jobs to the state. 

He moved to Glasgow in 1957 to run the local paper in 
partnership with his former boss at the News-Virginian, 
Louis Spillman. In 1958, Carroll led the way for the 
Glasgow paper to convert to offset printing, the first daily 
newspaper east of the Mississippi to do so. The Daily 
Times was only the third newspaper in the country to print 
on a rotary web offset press. 

Knicely became an expert in this kind of printing and the 


Glasgow operation be- 
came a training ground 
for what is now the 
accepted way to print a 
newspaper. In 1963, 
Carroll and his wife, 
Evelyn, became the 
sole owners of the 
Glasgow Daily Times 
and the Glasgow 
Publishing Company. In 
1967, the Knicelys pur- 
chased their weekly 
competitor The 
Glasgow Republican 
and had interests in 
newspapers in several 
other Kentucky com- 
munities: | Columbia, 
Campbellsville, Middlesboro, Hopkinsville (Fort Campbell), 
Pineville, Scottsville and Shepherdsville plus full 
ownership of a printing facility near Louisville. 
Knicely also had part ownership in a paper in 
Tennessee. As a publisher, he was fearless and 
often took unpopular stands on controversial 
issues caused him to "butt heads" with community 
leaders and politicians. 

And by the way, while he was putting together 
his newspaper business, he found time to be the 
interim Postmaster of Glasgow for two years. 

The Kentucky Press Association named Carroll 
their Most Valuable Member. He had served as 
president of the association and President of the 
Kentucky Journalism Foundation. He was former 
National President of the Travelers Protective 
Association with a national membership of nearly 
a quarter million. A long time supporter of 
Western Kentucky University, he was elected Vice 
Chair of the WKU Regents beginning in 1976. He 
was instrumental in turning WKU's Journalism 
Department into one of the best in the country. 
WKU's economic development program's building 
in Bowling Green is named in his honor. 

Knicely began his career in state government 
when then Governor Julian Carroll asked him to serve as 
Commerce Commissioner. Through Knicely's efforts, a 
Corvette plant was built in Bowling Green. He left state 
government in 1982 to earn a college degree from Barry 
University in Miami graduating with a 4.0 average. 

After her election in 1983, Governor Martha Layne Collins 
convinced Carroll to become Secretary of the Kentucky 
Commerce Cabinet. He also served in the administration of 
Governor Wallace Wilkinson. Knicely helped develop a plan

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to give the Bluegrass State an ex- 
panded presence in Europe and Asia 
and was instrumental in bringing a 
Toyota plant to Georgetown which 
meant 3,500 jobs and a $1.1 billion 
investment. 

In Glasgow, he developed a shop- 
ping plaza and a residential com- 
munity. With all that he had going on 
in his life, he still managed to record 
an almost 50 year perfect attendance 
record at the Glasgow Rotary Club. 

A remarkable life to say the least. 
In speaking of his days at AMA, 
Knicely said, "With the experience 
and exposure !| had (with the 
Staunton paper), my desire to operate 
my own newspaper surfaced within 
me. | graduated from AMA where |! 
developed a strong sense of Self 
respect, self confidence and the value 
of team work. At Augusta, | learned 
the importance of punctuality, person- 
al appearance and Self discipline. But 
most important, a positive life goal 
was set in my mind’s eye." 

Carroll's love and respect for AMA 
was demonstrated by his membership 
in the Roller Society. When the AMA 
Museum was under construction, he 
sponsored one of the exhibit rooms on 
the main public floor. 

Carroll Knicely - newspaper man — 
leaves his wife, Evelyn, five children, 
two brothers, four grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren.

When "The Scooter" - Phil Rizzuto 
from the great days of the New York 
Yankees - passed away, the Wall 
Street Journal printed a comment by 
recently retired Newark Star-Ledger 
sports columnist Jerry Izenberg, 48, 
in the Newark paper. 

lzenberg recalled the lifelong friend- 
ship of Rizzuto and Yogi Berra who, 
along with Joe DiMaggio, made the 
Yankees the default rooting interest 
for generations of New Yerk area 


Italians. Wrote Izenberg: “They won 
world championships and won MVP 
awards. Yogi was one of the toughest 
outs in a lineup of tough outs and 
Rizzuto became to the shortstop 
position what Miles Davis was to the 
trumpet. They and their teams owned 
the summer. They gave us golden 
nights to be young, to be alive and to 
be a baseball fan." 


Latinos shared in 
AMA experience 


Imagine that you are sent off to a 
foreign country with a minimal under- 
standing of that country's language 
and culture and are thrust into a 
military regimen. 

That's what happened to Duncan 
Wong, °52, who was at AMA for six 
years. He says there was “a great 
camaraderie between and among us 
Latinos sharing a common language. 
| enjoyed the friendship of cadets from 
every Central and South American 
country except Costa Rica and 
Venezuela. We even had two brothers 
from Calgary in Canada." 

Wong says he never recalls any 
hard feelings or animosity as the 
result of different nationalities. Wong 
was and is from Panama. 

"My AMA years were so very en- 
joyable and I can hardly ever remem- 
ber being even a little bit homesick," 
he says. "/ was among so many who 
spoke Spanish." 

Duncan remembers that, “Cubans 
always were the most numerous and 
they were very proud of their country, 
the wealthiest and most cultured of all 
the Latin countries. Hopefully, some 
will be able to return to their homeland 
in the near future." 

Wong said his best friend was the 
late Otto Cuervo, 52. He looked for 
Cuervo for many years and he finally 
found him just a short time before he 
passed away.

He was 
a first lieutenant in Band Company 
his senior year. He lived in Panama 
when he was at AMA and lives there 
still today.

It's a small world, say Frank 
Williamson and Jim Mitchell 


Frank Williamson, ‘60, and his wife and best friend, 
Bev, own a tour service in Richmond. People come from all 
over the world to visit historic Virginia and Frank and Bev 
give many of them tours of Richmond, Williamsburg, 
Jamestown, Charlottesville and other parts of the Common- 
wealth.

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A_Thanksgiving story 
How a turkey very nearly 


ruined Cadet Leftwich’s life 


James A. "Lefty" Leftwich, ‘20, had a tough time stay- 
ing at AMA. It all came about because he had decided to 
go turkey hunting in an nonrural setting. 

Seems that Major Roller was fattening up this one 

particular bird in anticipation of serving it at the annual 
Thanksgiving dinner in the Mess Hall, 
but Lefty and a fellow cadet named 
John Ely had their own ideas. Both 
were confined to barracks as part 
of their punishment for _ infrac- 
tions of the rules and since 
they were going to get no 
Thanksgiving leave, they set 
upon a plan to fix a Thanks- 
giving dinner themselves. 
Down near The Fort there 
was a turkey farm and the 
boys decided that no one would miss 
one turkey out of the flock. "We plan- 
ed to take it to the lady who made pies for the Mess Hall 
and have her cook it for us," Leftwich said. So, that night 
they sneaked through the Stone Church grounds and to the 
turkey farm where they managed to grab one big bird. "It 
was the heaviest bird | had ever seen and we had to take 
turns carrying it to the pie lady’s house. She said she’d 
cook the turkey and make lots of dressing and we could 
pick it up on Thanksgiving Day. She was going to charge 
us a dollar and a quarter to do all this work." 

The plot was quickly uncovered and Ely and Leftwich 


were summoned to Major Roller’s office. "His head was 

covered with beads of sweat" as he accused the culprits of 

having stolen Augusta County’s prize turkey, one which had 

won the Best of Show Blue Ribbon at the county fair! 
Should have expelled them 

Roller let the trembling boys know that he considered this 
to be such a heinous crime that he wasn’t going to make 
any public announcement about it and while he said he 
should expel them both, he did not. "But then he told us we 
would have to pay for the turkey — twenty dollars," Leftwich 
recalls. Ely forked over his half but Leftwich was broke. "/ 
talked with Captain Yarborough (Post Adjutant) and 
thought | had convinced him to add a ten dollar charge to 
my first term bill and to label it as ‘school supplies,’" says 
Leftwich. "But when | got home for Christmas, my father 
had gotten the bill from AMA. ‘What’s on earth is this item 
— ten dollars for a turkey, ?’ he bellowed. Well, it was a lean 
and disciplined Christmas after that." 

Leftwich was a great boxer at AMA and the Southern 
Intercollegiate Middleweight Boxing Champion at the 
University of Virginia. In 1924, he went to Paris as part of 
the U.S. Olympic Boxing Team after which he gave up the 
sport and became a newspaper man in New York City. 
Later, he went into public relations work. 

Wrote about U. S. naval history 

Lefty’s hobby was guns — ancient pistols and rifles — and 
he researched and wrote a book about the naval history of 
the Civil War with emphasis on the clash between The 
Merrimac and The Monitor. 

In 1951, he published a collection of Delaware River 
tales with the title O'Malley loves Josephine. A copy of that 
work is on display in the AMA Museum. 

Leftwich lived in La Jolla, CA at the end of his life and 
passed away there in 1992.

1938 Bayonet first 
one for five years 


Was it another victim of the Great 
Depression? 

Whatever the cause, The Bayonet 
was not published from 1933 until the 
1937-38 school year. 

The 1938 Recall reports that "The 
Bayonet, our school paper, was es- 
tablished long ago by our command- 
ant, Major Roller. Even though a 
necessary factor in cadet life, The 
Bayonet was discontinued for five 
years. This year, however, it has 
been reorganized and is again the 
cadet’s dearest friend." 

Apparently, a faculty advisor had 
not been available for that half 
decade. Lieutenant Rives Worsham, 
professor of English, stepped forward 
— or was drafted — in 1937-38. 

Among cadets on the new Bayonet 
staff were Editorial Editor Larry Kurtz, 
Assistant Editorial Editor Mel Alper, 
Business Manager Charles Board, 
Assistant Business Manager Bob 
Reisacher and business staff member 
Herb Richey. 

The Class of 1938 will mark its 70" 
anniversary at Reunion 2008. 


Who’s Who in 1938 


The 1938 Recall listed a number of 
familiar cadet names in the various 
categories voted on annually by the 
Corps of Cadets. 

Colonel Robert Reisacher was 
named the best NCO and the best 
corporal of the guard while retired 
Navy Captain Larry Kurtz was voted 
most military cadet, neatest cadet and 
placed third as the best commissioned 
officer. Charles Board was selected 
by his fellow cadets as best student. 

The Faculty Who's Who listed Kurtz 
as the cadet with the strongest char- 
acter, best officer of the day and best 
commissioned officer. 

The 1938 yearbook was dedicated 
to the memory of Lieutenant Charles 
Sommerville Roller, Ill, the Big Boy's 
son and Linda Roller Livick's father. 
Lieutenant Roller was a faculty mem- 
ber and coach at AMA and was killed 
in an automobile accident 21 February 
1938. The Roller Rifles are named in 
his honor. 


Over Tokyo and over Las Vegas 
"Shorty" Manch, ‘38, was twice a hero 


Most Augusta Military Academy 
alumni and friends know about the 
World War Il adventures of Jack 
"Shorty" Manch, °38 — how his was 
the third plane to lift off the deck of 
The Hornet in the famous Doolittle 
Raid on Tokyo in April of 1942 — just 
four months after the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 

Cadets and faculty members who 
were at AMA in 1943 all remember in 
vivid detail wnen Manch came back to 
visit AMA when he was home on 
leave. But not everyone knows what 
happened to Jack Manch after that. 

The son of AMA Band Director and 
German teacher Major Martin Manch 
Jack stood a towering six feet seven 
inches tall. He almost didn't make it 
into the Army Air Corps because of 
his height but his sister traveled with 
him to the Pentagon to help plead his 
case to General "Hap" Arnold, the 
commanding general of what was 
then called the Army Air Corps. For 
several days, the two sat unnoticed in 
General Arnold's outer office until one 
day he said, "You must really want to 
see me. Come on in." When they got 
inside, Jack told the general how 
much he wanted to join the Air Corps 
but that he had been told that he was 
too tall. 

The general ordered him to stand 
up and then told him to bend his 
knees. "Now, stoop a little," said the 
general who then said, "Good! You're 
now six foot four and you're in the 
Army Air Corps." 

Jack went off to flight school in 
California and was then assigned to 
the 17" Bomb Group stationed in 
Oregon where he flew patrols along 
the coast. He was on this assignment 
when the Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor. Some time later, Colonel 
Jimmy Doolittle came looking for 
volunteers for a dangerous mission 
which he predicted would see less 
than 50 percent survive of the men 
who signed up for the mysterious 
mission. Shorty volunteered and left 
Oregon to join Doolittle and 84 other 
fliers in California. 

From there the group went to

Minnesota and on to Valparaiso in 
Florida where for the first time they 
saw a fleet of 16 B-25 twin engine 
bombers. Still they had no idea what 
their mission was to be. Doolittle's 
group flew back to California and the 
B-25s were loaded onto the Hornet. 
On 3 April 1942, Doolittle told his fliers 
what their mission was: to drop the 
first American bombs of World War II 
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on the Japanese capital. 

The plan was to fly the B-25s from 
the deck of the aircraft carrier — 
something that has never been done 
before. The crews practiced short take 
offs to prepare for the attack and 
hoped to launch some 200 miles from 
Japan, but a Japanese fishing boat 
spotted the carrier 600 miles off the 
Japanese coast. To launch from that 
distance meant the planes would not 
have enough fuel to get back to The 
Hornet and would have to ditch in 
enemy territory, but Doolittle was sure 
the fishing boat had radioed a warning 
to the Japanese military. Doolittle 
decided to go from three times the 
distance planned. 

If Manch had any qualms about this 
mission, he didn't show it. He armed 
himself with two .45s, a .44 calibre 
rifle his parents had sent him from 
Staunton, a .22 semiautomatic pistol, 
a Luger, a hunting knife, a Bowie knife 
and an axe. Weighted down with all 
these weapons, Jack nevertheless 
stuffed a supply of cigars and Baby 
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Ruths into his flight jacket. All sixteen 
planes made it off the flight deck 
safely (Jack's plane on which he was 
the co-pilot was the third in line.) 

It was a four hour flight to Tokyo 
where ironically that very morning 
Japanese officials had announced on 
the radio that American bombers 
would never be able to attack the Jap- 
anese homeland. But at half past 
noon, Doolittle in the lead plane drop- 
ped his bombs and the other fifteen B- 
25's followed. Manch's plane carried 
three 500 pound bombs which hit a 
steel works and a 500 pound thermite 
cluster fire bomb which struck a gas 
and chemical plant. They also were 
able to machine gun a= military 
barracks as they flew on toward 
China. 

Once over China the flight encount- 
ered bad weather making it impossi- 
ble to land at a friendly Chinese held 
airfield. At 6,200 feet, the crew bailed 
out and the plane eventually crashed. 
One crewman was killed but the rest 
including Shorty landed safely. But 
Jack didn't land with what he had 
when he jumped. The jerk of the para- 
chute shucked all the Baby Ruths out 
of their wrappers and he lost all of his 
weapons as well. 

The Japanese knew 
pretty much where the fliers 
from the sixteen planes had 
jumped and began to close 
in on those areas. Jack was 
by himself and remained so 
for three days when he was 
spotted by some friendly 
Chinese who had never 
seen a six foot seven inch 
white man _ before. The 
frightened Chinese showed 
Jack a Japanese flag and 
Jack held his nose in 
disgust. Then, they showed 
him a British flag and he 
nodded his head. Finally, 
they showed him= an 
American flag and an old 
Saturday Evening Post 
which had a _ picture of 
President Roosevelt on the cover and 
Jack smiled pointing first to the flag, 
then to the President's picture and 
finally to himself. The Chinese smiled 
too and then began the cat and 
mouse game to keep Jack out of the 
hands of the Japanese.

After many days, Jack and the 
survivors from his crew were reunited 
and eventually smuggled out of China 
into India. Back in 
Staunton, Major 
and Mrs. Manch 
received a phone 
call from Doolittle 
who told them that 
Jack had _ been 
involved in a 
dangerous mission, 
that he was safe in 
Calcutta and would 
soon be coming 
home. But that 
didn't happen for 
quite a while - 
Jack volunteered to 
fly with General 
Claire Chenault’'s 
Flying Tigers 


was the 


piloting a B-25 
which bombed 
Japanese targets 


in Burma and China. Then for four 
months, he flew "The Hump" taking 
supplies over the Himalayas into free 
China, an assignment he shared with 
Tom Roller, 36. 

He finally got home to Staunton on 
25 June 1943 to a tremendous wel- 


come. He came into town on a 
Chesapeake and Ohio passenger train 
with his father, Major Manch, who had 
boarded the train in Washington. 
When Shorty emerged from the train, 
bands struck up and thousands in the 
crowd cheered wildly. Shorty spotted 
his mother and swept her off her feet. 
Manch and his mother went to their 
home on Lewis Street in a horse- 
drawn surrey where many more were 
lined up carrying American flags to 
welcome the hometown hero. The city 
had a reception that evening at 
Woodrow Wilson's birthplace where 
The Big Boy —- then Major Roller - 
hailed Jack Manch as "Augusta 
Military Academy’s most distinguished 
alumnus." 

After a two week furlough, Manch 
was assigned to bases in California, 
Utah and New Jersey for the rest of 
the war. He had been promoted to 
captain and was commissioned in the 
regular army later serving in Japan 
and Korea in the Korean War. He 
came back to the states in 1953 and 
was assigned to Nellis Air Force base 
in Nevada. He was scheduled for a 
change of duty station to Formosa

when fate intervened on 25 March 
1958. It was called "The Shooting 
Star" and the USAF T-33 lived up to 
its billing as it roared across the bright 
blue sky over Las Vegas that day. 
Lieutenant Colonel Jack Manch was in 
the pilot's seat while a first lieutenant 
was co-pilot taking instructions from 
Manch. With no warning at all, the jet 
engine burst into flames. Manch

struggled to keep the aircraft under 
control but it was heading for a Las 
Vegas housing development. 

He ordered the lieutenant to bail out 
and the young flier parachuted safely 
onto the desert floor while Manch 


struggled to guide the plane away 
from the homes below. When Manch 
was confident that the plane would not 
hit any homes, he bailed out but there 
wasn't time for his parachute to open.

His body was found 200 yards from 
the planes wreckage. 

That he had performed this heroic 
act didn't surprise anyone who knew 
Jack. As the only Virginian on the 
Doolittle Raid, his fame was known all 
over. As most heroes do, Shorty had 
a mischievous side best portrayed by 
the fact that at the final Dress Parade 
his senior year, he wore no shoes but 
had painted both feet black. He al- 
most got away with it 
until a sharp Tac officer 
spotted the indiscretion 
on the black top. 

One of Shorty's best 
friends at AMA was V. P. 
Leavel, 39. During the 
Korean War, Jack came 
looking for V. P.'s unit. 
V. P. recalled: "Here | 
was this enlisted man 
and when I! hear Jack 
‘Where’s’ V.P.’, | 
turned around and jump- 
ed into his arms. | think 
the other enlisted men 
concluded that | had lost 
my mind and would be 
court martialed for doing 
that to an officer." 

Of course, nothing like 
that happened and the 
two old friends were able 
to spend some quality 
time together in the 
midst of the war. 

After AMA, — Shorty 
briefly attended college 
at Hampden-Sydney and 
later, Washington and 
Lee and SMU. 

While no memorial to 
Jack Manch is anywhere 
to be found in Staunton, 
the AMA Museum has a 
display honoring the man 
who Major Roller had 
called Augusta Military 
Academy's most. distin- 
guished alumnus.

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Smith Center to house Augusta County 
history and its commitment to the arts 


From the philanthropy of the founder of one of the nation's biggest trucking lines, 
three Staunton/Augusta County organizations are now being housed in a single 
historic building. 

R. R. "Jake" Smith, who founded Smith Transfer in the 1930's, purchased the 
building near the Stonewall Jackson Hotel to house the Augusta County Historical 
Society, the Historic Staunton Foundation and the Staunton/Augusta County Art 
Center. The 25,000 square foot building was the former Eakleton Hotel designed 
and built in 1893 by the renowned local architect T. J. Collins who also designed 
AMA's Main Barracks. After its life as a hotel, it housed a furniture company and 
then has sat unused since the 1980's. It is located in Staunton's "Beverley Historic 
District,” a National Register venue. 

The Augusta County Historical Society was founded in 1965 and has 300 
members in 38 states. It is the primary repository of historic documents and 
artifacts from Augusta County which, in the beginning of the nation, covered all the 
land west to the Mississippi River and north to Canada.’ 

The Historic Staunton Foundation was created in 1971 and concerns itself with 
the preservation and restoration of the many historic buildings in the city. The 
Staunton/Augusta Art Center has some 400 members. Founded in 1964, it is 
dedicated to ongoing art programs and exhibits for all ages. 

Augusta County (named for the mother of George III) has a huge treasury of 
history and the AMA Museum is a part of this tapestry of great 
events and prominent people. Our museum anchors the 
northern part of Augusta County. The Smith Center has the 
original plans for Big Barracks drawn up by T. J. Collins in 
1917-1918. Billie Guill-Smith (no kin to R.R. Smith) is the 
building administrator. "It was a shame that Mister Smith did 
not live to see his dream come true," she told The Bayonet. 
The three organizations moved into the Smith Center in the 
late Spring of this year. The building houses exhibit galleries, 
a lecture hall, studios, educational classrooms, archival 
storage, a library, reading room and board and committee 
meeting areas. You can learn more about the Smith Center 
and its occupants at: rrsmithcenter.org. 


' From the original area of Virginia, nine other states were formed: North 
Carolina, Maryland, West Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, South Carolina, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. Parts of Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin also 
were carved from Virginia's original territory which at one time even included 
the Island of Bermuda.

Ad Astra per Aspera 


Those four Latin words are engraved over the Front 
Arch at Big Barracks. The highest tribute an AMA cadet 
could receive was to be inducted into Augusta's honor 
society of the same name founded by the Big Boy — 
General Charles S. Roller, Jr. 

Ad Astra per Aspera is a Latin phrase meaning to the 
stars with difficulty or to the stars through hard work or 
through suffering to renown. And though Colonel Tom 
Roller was a Latin scholar, the phrase did not originate 
with him. The motto appears on the State Flag of 
Kansas and a current punk rock band from that state is 
called Ad Astra per Aspera. It is the motto of University 
College in Dublin, Ireland, the U.S. Air Force Academy 
Class of 2007, Miami, Florida Central High School and 
the Innova Junior College in Singapore. The phase 
appears on the fighters and bombers in the Argentine 
Air Force, at Campbell University in North Carolina and 
at Dr. Challoner Grammar School in Buckingham- 
shire, England. 

The South African Air Force uses a slightly different 
version: per aspera ad astra, a choice also favored by 
NASA, Gouda (the city in The Netherlands famous for 
its cheese), and by Pall Mall cigarettes. The Richmond 
public schools use still a different variety of the motto: 
sic itur ad astra (thus one goes to the stars). The Detroit 
Public School system also has adopted this version. The 
Royal Air Force, the Royal Australian Air Force and the 
Royal Canadian Air Force all use another version: per 
ardua ad astra (through adversity to the stars). 

Ad Astra Aero was the precursor of Swissair airline and 
Ad Astra per Aspera is a song by the band Acceptance 
from the album Phantoms. It is also track six of the Spiritual 
Beggars' CD Ad Astra and a song by the band called 
Arcturus. Deceased members of the Phi Gamma Delta 
fraternity are referred to as having "passed ad astra." The 
phrase was also used to describe the Chelsea (U.K.) flower 
show this year where the show's accent was roof gardens. 
Ad Astra per Aspera was once Indonesia's leading motor 
vehicle manufacturer. 

The space program uses the phrase often. They use ad 
astra per aspera to describe the story of the first women in 
Space and a memorial plaque at the Apollo 1 launch pad 
at Cape Canaveral has the phrase 
engraved thereon. In the novel To 
Kill a Mockingbird, the pageant 
composed by Miss Grace Merri- 
weather is called Ad Astra per 
Aspera. 

When and where did the phrase 
originate? The Roman poet Virgil 
(70-19 B.C) wrote in Aneid (book 
IX, line 641) sic itur ad 
astra (thus you shall go to 
the stars) and opta ardua 
pennis astra sequi (they 


that choose hardship will 
the State Seal. 


The Kansas State Flag depicts agri- 
culture and bears the motto Ad Astra 
per Aspera below the sunflower on 
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follow the stars on wings [Aneid 
(book XIil, lines 892-893))). 
Seneca the Younger (4 B.C.-65 
A.D.) later wrote non est ad 
astra mollis e terris via (there is 
no easy way from the earth to 
the stars). 
Big Barracks was constructed 
around 1917 and the Ad Astra motto a 
was placed over the arch at that 
time. The honor society was not 
created until 1925 when the Big 
Boy, Major Charles S. Roller, Jr. 
founded Ad Astra with the aim of 
honoring the ten top cadets in 
every class year. He says that he 
thought about creating the society 
in 1918 while on a troop ship coming 
~” home from his service in France during 
~ the First World War. As popular as is 
the term Ad Astra per Aspera, its wide 
usage does not diminish nor dilute its meaning to Augusta 
Military Academy cadets. Indeed, we all learned at AMA 
that there is no limit to what we can do if we but 
Strive upward. The Roller brothers - Tom and 
Charles, Junior — once again showed their 
wisdom in finding ways to inspire us.

World War Il vets 
“extraordinary folks" 


Mac McInnis, °67, has sat in on all 
the interviews being done of AMA 
alumni for the Virginia War Memorial 
video and he says that while they 
don't think they did anything out of the 
ordinary, "they are all extraordinary 
folks." 

There is Julian Quarles, “35, an 
infantry shavetail who served in North 
Africa and Italy. He was wounded, 
returned to duty, then captured by 
Nazi troops and put on a POW train 
headed for Germany. He and _ his 
company commander jumped from the 
moving train and dodged Germans for 
days until they got back to the 
American lines, a story which was 
featured in Look magazine. 

Then there is Homer Anderson, 
38, a lieutenant JG in the Navy, who 
commanded a landing craft in the first 
wave on D-Day. In his LCVP was 
Ernest Hemmingway, a civilian war 
correspondent for Colliers magazine. 
Hemingway did a story in Colliers 
about Anderson. 

Angus Hines, °42, tried to enlist in 
the Navy but couldn't pass the eye 
exam. Hell bent on serving, he joined 


the Merchant Marine, serving on 
tankers and Liberty ships and hoping 
to avoid German U-boats. 

Rutland Beard, °42, is one of only 
some 250 surviving veterans who won 
the Combat Infantry Badge in three 
wars - WWII, Korea and Vietnam. He 
still recalls the bitter cold of the Battle 
of the Bulge. Rut was career Army 
and retired as a full colonel, airborne. 

Cecil Depriest, -43, also remem- 
bers the freezing cold of the Battle of 
the Bulge. He was in the 82" Airborne 
and "fought all over Germany." 

Luke Stephenson, ~39, was on 
active duty for seven years flying the 
PT-17 Stertum, B-25s and C-47s. He 
also boxed Max Schmelling to a draw 
in an exhibition in Germany in 1946. 
Luke's aunt was Janet Roller, General 
Roller's wife. 

Richard McLaughlin, 49, went off 
to war, then came to AMA to finish 
high school. He served in Patton's 
Third Army and his unit rescued the 
King of Belgium who had been held 
prisoner of the Germans since the war 
began. He also remembers the Bulge.

From the Big Boy 


The history of baseball 
rivalry with Fishburne 


In 1954, Cadet James Battle from Fishburne Military 
School wrote a letter to Colonel Roller asking if he could 
tell him a little about the long baseball rivalry between AMA 
and Fishburne. Recently, Colonel Mal Livick came across 
Colonel Roller's reply which we reproduce herewith: 


May 14, 1954 
Cadet James Battle 
Fishburne Military School 
Waynesboro, VA 

Dear James: 

I am very glad to give you some facts from memory about the 
rivalry in baseball between Fishburne and A.M.A. 

It may have been longer ago than 1881, but I remember seeing 
the account of a game that was played on the Fishburne grounds that 
year. On the Fishburne team were two Staunton boys, Hugh Kerr, 
Sr. and William Pratt, Sr. Your local boys I can remember seeing 
on the schedule were Coiner, Fay and Patterson who ran the mill. 

The next record comes along about 1886-87. Fishburne had a 
man named Frank Pappy who had a brother named John. Frank was 
a pitcher and both Pappys were wonderful players. We had a great 
pitcher named Barton Effinger from Harrisonburg and a substitute 
pitcher, Andrew Warwick, who was a day scholar and lived three 
miles away. 

The rumor is that Fishburne and Augusta that year played three 
games. The first was on the Fishburne grounds at Waynesboro and 
Fishburne won. The second was at A.M.A. and we won. The third 
game was played at New Hope and the game went 14 innings 
ending in a tie. As I remember hearing it spoken of, our Barton 
Effinger pitched the 14 innings and Fishburne’s Frank Pappy pitch- 
ed the 14 innings. 

The catchers had no mitts then like they have now. They would 
generally have a local shoe maker put some shoe leather on the end 
of ordinary glove fingers. Each catcher would put a slice of beef 
steak in the glove so the pitches would not sting him. The first 
baseman often had the same kind of glove. No one else had any 
gloves at all. The two schools played constantly through the years 
two games and sometimes three games a year. 

Colonel Morgan Hudgins came to Fishburne in 1901. He was a 
magnificent curved ball pitcher and was a very superior batter. 
When he did not pitch, he played short stop and was one of the 
best. Fishburne for years had one of the best batters of all time on 
their faculty, a man called Bill Fetzer. 

All the preparatory schools in the South played their teachers 
from the beginning of the game up until 1910 when they got 
together and agreed that teachers should not play any more. My 
brother, T. J. Roller, was a pitcher and I was the catcher for the 
A.M.A. teams for years. We played both as cadets and later as 
faculty members. 

I suspect that the relationship between Fishburne and A.M.A. in 
baseball has continued longer than any other preparatory school in 
the whole country. 

Fishburne had a left handed pitcher named Moran and he was the 
best I have ever seen. I remember one game he pitched at Waynes- 
boro against Augusta and he struck out 21 of our batters. He 
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afterwards went to Washington and Lee and became their best 
pitcher. He then went to Detroit and was one of the best pitchers in 
the American League. 

Augusta had some great ballplayers also. Burgess Whitehead 
graduated from A.M.A. in 1926. He went on to the University of 
North Carolina and then became the great second baseman of that 
famous St. Louis Cardinals team and later with the New York 
Giants. Tom Marrow of Tarboro, NC was a graduate of A.M.A. 
and he was a good pitcher for Detroit. 

I would say that baseball outranked all other sports in the 
preparatory schools in Virginia up until about 1930, then baseball 
went into a decline behind football, basketball, boxing and 
swimming. 


A New York Giant, it’s Burgess "Whitey" Whitehead 
from the Class of 1926. After AMA, he went to UNC 
and was drafted by the St. Louis Cardinals where he 
played in two World Series. He was later traded to the 
Giants. Whitey’s brother, Lewis, ‘29, also played for 
the Cardinal organization. Lewis died in 1986 and 
Whitey in 1993. Both were among the first 4d Qstras. 


If I were to pick the best hitter that Fishburne ever had (and I still 
remember him after 60 years) I would give it to Bill Fetzer. He 
always batted at a .400 clip and it seemed to me that he was always 
making two and three baggers and home runs. 

The best batter A.M.A. ever had was Stanley Bach of Lexington, 
Kentucky. He graduated in 1929. He afterwards became a great 
center fielder for the University of Kentucky, then played pro- 
fessional ball for the Chicago Cubs. His batting average for three 
years at A.M.A. was .427. 

I trust this summary will be a little help to you. 
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The doober is that little gizmo that 
you put on the back of your ball 
cap that tells the folks behind you 
who you are.

| was a Day Student at AMA in 
1962 and 1963. | was all of 13 years 
old and had all my life ahead of me 
and little did | know 
how much of an

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Gus Villoldo, ‘49 
Cuban exile auctioning 


off Che Guevara's hair 


The man who led the mission to capture Che Guevara in 
the jungles of Bolivia is auctioning off a treasure trove of 
memorabilia from Guevara's last days alive. Among the 
items for sale is a lock of Che's hair snipped just before the 
Castro operative was buried 40 years ago. 

Gustavo Villoldo, “49, says that it is 
time "to pass this along to someone 
else." Villoldo led the joint CIA-Bolivian 
Army mission to stop Che _ from 
fomenting a revolution designed to bring 
Communists to power in Bolivia. A Bay of 
Pigs veteran, Villoldo has a huge scrap- 
book on his mission to end the dreams 
of Guevara who he calls “a cold-blooded 
killer and Castro henchman." 

The BBC is doing a documentary on 
Guevara's capture and death. It will in- 
clude an interview with Villoldo. 

Heritage Auctions of Dallas will stage an international 
sale of the scrapbook on 25 October. Also on the auction 
block: the original map used to track Che down, telegrams 
Villoldo received from Bolivian President Rene Barrientos, 
photos of the dead shirtless Che, a set of his fingerprints, 
and messages between Che and the rebels which eventual- 
ly led to their deaths after battles with the Bolivian Army. 

The auction is expected to generate worldwide interest 
among some youth who consider Guevara a sort of hero 
and wear t-shirts with his photo to show their support. 
Villoldo doesn't understand how anyone could admire the 
man who he blames for his father's suicide. 

In the Summer 2007 Bayonet (p. 41), Villoldo says that 
he hoped to get the DNA from the hair sample to prove that 
Guevara is not buried in a Cuban tomb as Fidel Castro 
claims. Gus has offered to give a strand of hair to compare 
the DNA with that of the man buried at Santa Clara, but 
Cuban officials have not taken him up on his offer. 

Villoldo was charged with keeping the Cubans from re- 
covering Che's body to turn him into a martyr. He says Che 
is buried beneath a Bolivian airstrip where he and two 
others placed him the night of his death. 

One thing Gus is not auctioning: the coordinates of where 
he says Che is actually buried.
